STRING MEETING SCHEDULED TO BEGIN AT 
NORFOLK TRACK APRIL 1. 



Stewards of Jockey Club Meet and Take Action on 
Various Matters, Including Granting of Licenses 
to Jockeys and Trainers for 1912. 



New York. February 26. — At ihe last meeting of 
tli< stewards of the Jockey Club a license was 
granted to tin* Jamestown Jockey Club to hold a 
>ji. mg meeting from April 1 until two days before 
ti.< opining of racing of the Maryland Jockey Club, 
at Pimlico. 

Reinstatement of owners, trainers, jockeys and 
lioj >. - who participated in the reeent unrecognized 
meeting at Columbia. S. C\. was eontlnned. 

It was voted that the action of the stewards of 
tit. Jockey Club, in refusing to take cognizance of 
l.ire meetings held witotlt license ill tile State of 
Maryland in 1911, does not establish a precedent. 

It was also resolved to give renewed publicity to 
a resolution passed August 29. 1910, reading as 

follows: •That where races arc held under the 

auspices of a bona tide fair association in connec- 
tion with tin* interests of the fair association itself 
and not of a b*ss«*e. tin* Jockey Club will not grant 
a license, but will not take cognizance of such 
races as being in violation of their rules, provided, 
however, that no other irregularities come to their 
n t tent ion. and provided the meeting does not con 
iiim« for more than live days in New York State 
• •r ten days in other states.” 

It was further resolved that associations bolding 
ra< »‘ meetings miring the year 1912 under a license 
from tiie Jockey Club be warned iliat any dates 
granted shall not be construed as extending a meet- 
ing for raring as a state or county fair or horse 
show.

RACING AN ISSUE IN LOUISIANA. 



New Orb ans. La.. February 26. — A movement to 
rcstoie racing at New Orleans will probably come 
up at tin- next session of the legislature, in May. 
There i-. now a strong sentiment to so amend the 
Locke law as to refer the question to a vote of the 
people of New Orb-atix. 

In line with this sentiment. Sidney St. John 
Eshletuau. candidate for the Legislature from the 
Seventh Want, has come out boldly, declaring for 
local option to the extent ot lighting for the return 
of racing if tin- people of this city voted for it. 

**I want you to v<»t«* on public questions and in- 
Flruet me.” he sa id. “I am a plain business man. 
and that is why my friends say I can represent you 
I m * s t . Over all. 1 am for local option. If you want 
the racitig hack, or if there is any oth< r move for 
the nubile g* n h I that the Seventh Ward wants, then 
1 will light for Ilia! movement." 



Track on Sunday. 



El Paso, Tex.. February 20. — Clear skies pre- 
vailed. but a cold sharp wind blew hero yesterday, 
causing the attendance at the Juarez races to Ik* 
somewhat smaller than is usual on Sunday. The 
stewards shortened the time between races and per- 
mitted the crowd to get home earlier than on any 
previous day this season. The time recorded in all 
the races was slow, as the horses had a gale to run 
against. 'Hie Mortezunia Selling Slakes, guaranteed 
value $1.0041. was the feature. Four starters made 
up the flelil. Irish Gentleman, which had been 
named among the entries, was withdrawn. In- 
jury turned up Tin* winner. The race was run to 
suit him. Tin* leaders ran under strong restraint 
for t I k* first three-quarters of tin* journey. Injury, 
running «*;i>ily and freely, overtook A razee, tin* 
favorite, in tin* stretch and won handily. Garter 
had used Arnsee excessively front lh<* half mile 
ground to the lieatl of the stretch and the horse 
had nothing left to finish with. Public choices 
fared poorly, only one favorite managing to get 
home in front and the talent had a troublous time 
of it. Wkidden. the winner of the closing race, 
running in tin* colors of W. II. I-’izer for the first 
time, was heavily backeil. He surprised everyone 
that had soon him race by remaining close to tin- 
pace in tin- early stages and he just cantered to vic- 
tory in the final furlong. 

Jockey G. Grand met with an accident. After the 
tirst race was over be pulled up his mount. Booger 
Battle, and was returning to the judges’ stand, 
wlten the horse ran away with him. going the re- 
verse way of tiie track. He tried to run in at the 
paililock gate and Grand was thrown so heavily to 
the ground that he was unconscious for some time. 

Golquitt. a first time starter from the stable of 
J. W. Fuller, won the opening dash for two-year 
olds today in a common canter. He has all the ear- 
marks of a good colt. lit* ran greenly, zigzagging 
all over the track, but when lie settled into his 
stride he ran away from his opposition to win with 
the utmost ease. Melts, at odds of J."» to J, captured 
tin* second race, a tive-furlougs sprint. 

Enfield won the fourth race, iti which only throe 
started. He ruled favorite over Meadow, which is 
not at her liest at present. Vanir, the big half 
brother to Dr. Leggo, dashed to the front, setting a 
hot pace, but when the stretch was reached Keogh 
shook his wip at Enfield and he overtook Vanir like 
a flash. Meadow came with a terrific rush in the 
filial sixteenth ami beat Vanir a nose for second 
money. 

J. K. Hughes started booking yesterday, making 
a total of tone books in the big ring, besides one in 
the field and one combination. 

I. Striker purchased Little Mnrchmont today. 

Jockey Buxton was suspended for ten days Tor 
disobedience at the post. 

Trainer J. R. Hand, who is training a string of 
horses at Juarez for VV. K. Slade, has au idea that 
South Dakota will some day figure as a center iu 
the Northwest for high-class thoroughbred stock. 
Mr. Hand says that tin- Slade ranch, near Hudson. 
S. !>.. has as much to recommend it for tin* success- 
ful breeding of thoroughbreds as a bluegrass farm in 
Kentucky. Messrs. Hand and Slade are partners in 
the breeding enterprise. The horses they now have 
iu the stud embrace Nanki Pooh, Cherry Leaf, Ono- 
mastus and Goldsmith, and the mores at the Slade 
ranch number forty. 

Goldsmith, which will Ik* mated to about thirty 
five of these mares this year, is a son of Meddler 
and is out of Kiideer. by Dutvbin. Mr. Hand ex 
ports great tilings of Goldsmith as a sire. 

Goldtinn. the speedy seven-year-old sprinter now 
racing at Juarez, is booked to be mated with Harri 
gau at the close <>f the meeting. She was once be 
fore retired to the stud and then again put in train- 
ing. The daughter of Gold Ii«*ols was owned as a 
two-year-old by T. Collins, the present owner of 
Bourbon Beau, anil was first trained by Peter Wim- 
mer. She won at that age oil tlx- metropolitan 
tracks, and was placed in the Fashion Stakes of 
19*17, won that season by Ella O’Neill. TLn* follow 
ing year she did not do well in training, and in the 
spring of liH's trainer Wimuier persuaded Mr. Col- 
lins to send her to the Senorita Stud, iu Kentucky, 
and have her mated with Broomstick. This Mr. 
Gollins agreed to do. but the following spring, hav 
ing ascertained that Goldfiuu was not in foal, her 
owner had her again taken up and put in training. 
Six* was then four years old, and after running her 
unsuccessfully several times and hacking her heavily 
on the strength of fast trials. Mr. Collins became 
disgusted, and. putting her iu a paddock sab* at 
Sliecpsheud Bay. let her go for $T»U0, James Bluto 
purchasing her. The latter raced her a time or two 
in tin* east, without winning, and then ship tied her 
to Mexico, and at Juarez iu 1909 she won her first 
race since six* had scored brackets as a two-year-old. 
After Mr. Blute got her buck to winning form as a 
five-year-old. she captured ten races in 1910. and last 
year she won three races. Her record would doubt 
‘less b<* much better but for a bad leg. 

T. II. Stevens did not stay long at Juarez, having 
l«*fi for the Coeur d’Alene track iu Idaho. Mr. 
Stevens lias all bis horses, except Azo. wintering 
at tlx* Idaho course and ha>= gone there to put them 
in training for the coming spring and summer rat- 
ine season. He lias seventeen thoroughbreds there, 
three of which art* yearlings, the others consisting of 
four two-year-olds, five three-years-olds, and tiv * 
older horses. He left Azo here in charge of John 
Masterson. and that gelding will be entered in tin* 
Juarez Gup. two miles and a quarter, tlx* feature 
race for Sunday. March :>1. at the Mexico track. 

G. M. Odom has uot had a saddle on Follie I. ->v 
since she ran her Iasi race in tin* Navidad Handicap 
on Ghristmas day. She came out of that race iu 
none too good condition and Mr. Odom lias since been 
going easy with her. Tin* great mare is now about 
readv to ix*gin receiving work again anil Mr. Odom 
hopes b. bring her around to race in the $1,200 Prim 
averu Handicap, six furlongs, on Sunday, March 2L 

Jack Adkins, who lias charge of tin* thoroughbreds 
owned bv tin- Manitoba turfman. It. J. Mackenzie, 
will shortly order the three well known horses. 
Fountain Square. Melton Street and Vencta St route, 
taken up in Kentucky and transferred to Churchill 
Downs, where they will receive their spring train 
ing. This trio have 1 e**n turned out all winter at 
John llussey's farm near Louisville and Mr. Adkins 
has been advised that all are looking good and have 
wintered iu the la*st of health ami condition. 

A. Murray, who has recently been riding success- 
fully Ix-rc for tlx* stable of J. F. Newman, hails 
from Hamilton, nut., and is close to thirty years 
old. He was formerly noted in Canada ns a bicycle 
rider ami rode a uumlter of races on the wheel in 
the Dominion. Hi* concluded finally to try riding 
horses instead of bicycles and lx* has math* good. 
Murray is u young man of good habits and lias a 
wife and daughter. 

Frank Rector has gone home to Chicago after 
disposing of tlx* horses lx* 1ms Ik-.-ii racing her**. 
Wicket and Isniigh. He sold Wiekct to W. E. 
Col toil and Lehigh joined W. II. Fixer's stable. 
Mr. Cotton iuteuds P- tit Wh-kct for the Juarez Cup, 
two miles and a quarter, to 1 m* run March 31. Mr. 
Iie'-tor had quite a profitable season at Juarez. 

Henry McDaniel is sweet on Moller. which has 
been winning in brilliant style here, and lx* believes 
that in tills grand looking youngster lx* lias devel- 
oped another good colt for tlx* Tennessee tmruiau. 
George C. Bennett. Mr. McDaniel formerly trained 
sons* go* m I horses for Mr. Bennett, such ns Abe 
Frank. Ed Austin. Laureate. Little Scout, Miss 
Bennett and ollx-rs of tlicir el us 3. 



Circumstances Attending Hildreth’s Engagement. 



New York, February 20. — S. C. IliUlreth will at 
once actively take up the preparation of Charles 
Kohler’s horses for their 1912 campaign in this 
country, now that it lias been decided that they 
will not be shipped to England. Mr. Hildreth, 
upon his return from Aiken. S. C.. where he has 
Ikm'ii spending the winter, lost no time in Laving 
the members of his establishment led out of their 
si alls at Sheepsheail Bay for inspection. Their 
appearance was gratifying and Mr. Hildreth com- 
plimented David J. Leary, who was in charge ilur 
ing his absence. 

Tiie Futurity winner. Novelty, lias grown au 
inch since lx* wcut into winter quarters. He lias 
thickened out all over and is one of the most robust 
horses now quartered on Long Island. While looking 
him over. Mr. Hildreth said: “Pd like to see him 

meet a field of sprinters in one of tlx* chute races 
on the other side.” 

Fitz Herbert, winner of the Suburban and other 
events of importance, is as big as a house. His 
legs are absolutely clean, showing jx» enlargements 
of any sort. Taken all in all, the big son of 
Ethelbert is the finest individual in America. As 
lx* is -perfectly sound it is probable that he will be 
among those to go into active training. 

Zeus lias not grown to the same extent as Nov 
city. Imt be is, nevertheless, ail horse. His 
muscles are decidedly firm and he will uuquestion 
ably com** to hand at an early date. Few horses 
of his excellent type are seen nowadays. His fix* 
t ionless action and resolute finishing powers an*, 
perhaps, unequaled by any horse of his age on this 
continent. The victory of Zeus in the Canadian 
Derby, when he covered a mile and a quarter in 
2:<t4 ; V,. and ids winning of the Bowie Handicap in 
which lie ran two miles iu :i ::I2. in hand, were re 
garded by old-time horsemen as feats worthy of 
Ten Broeck. 

That black son of Commando. Restigonche, is 
carrying more flesh than ever before. I'uggins. one 
of tlx* frequent juvenile winners of last season, is 
also in tine fix. Shannon. Hampton Court, ClifT 
Creek. Chickasaw, Gold Blade. Dinna Ken and the 
collection of two-year old eolts by* Broomstick. The 
Scribe and Voter, would do credit to any man’s 
barn. 

Charles Kohler returned on the Lusitania Satur- 
day after spending six weeks in England and France. 
Tlx* decision of Samuel C. Hildreth, who is handling 
the Kohler horses, to remain in this country on ac- 
count of Mrs. Hildreth's health, was the chief rea- 
son that Mr. Kohler changed his plans for racing 
abroad. “My object in buying the Hildreth horses 
Iasi fail,” said Mr. Kohler, “was to secure the serv- 
ices of this experienced and successful horseman to 
I train tlx* horses I was raising at tny stud (ltumapn 
St«K*k Farm » in New Jersey. When I sought to 
have Mr. Hildreth sign a contract to that effect he 
replied. ‘I’ll accept the offer providing you take 
Fitz Herbert and the rest of the stable off my 
hands.’ Mr. Hildreth placed the horses at a tea 
sonable figure and 1 purchased them. If the Direc- 
tors* Liability law is not repealed I will ship iny 
best horses, that are eligible for stakes, to England. 
Should Hildrethh not desire to go abroad at f hat 
time I will have an English trainer take charge 
when the lot arrives on the other side.” 



NAMES FOR SANFORD JUVENILES. 

New York, February 26. — Gen. Stephen Sanfor.l 
and bis son John, owners of the Hurricana Stud at 
Amsterdam. N. Y.. have named sixteen two-year olds 
with tin* registrar of flu* Jockey Club. Tlx* collec- 
tion is composed of eight colts and a similar nnmlier 
of fillies. It is more than likely that the hand 
will prove that its members are worthy representa- 
tives of tlx* famous farm where many brilliant win 
tx-is first saw the light of iluy. 

Hurricana -bred horses are noted for their quality 
and staying ability. In seasons agone the juveniles 
and older horses carrying tlx* purple and gold made 
their initial starts at Saratoga Springs. During 
tlx* miilsiuniner meeting they met seasoned colts, 
a big handicap, as ail horsemen know. Despite 
this disadvantage, they raeed with distinction, de- 
feating some of the cracks in inqiortaiit races. 
Kuggcdness is a characteristic of horses bred by 
Geucrul Sanford, whose stallions and matrons are 
exquisite individuals and bred on stout and fashion- 
able lilies.

EXTREMELY BAD GOING AT PALMETTO PARK 
LEADS TO WHOLESALE SCRATCHING. 

Four Favorites and a Second Choice Numbered 
Among the Winners — Republican and Magazine 
Make It a Double for W. A. Massey. 



Charleston, S. C., February 26.— There was but 
little improvement in track conditions at Palmetto 
Park this afternoon, and withdrawals from tlx* races 
were numerous. Tlx* talent fared extra well iu a 
speculative way. for four favorites ami a second 
.choice took purses. Tlx* only upset was in the 
opener, won by Bn veil Lutz. Simultaneously wild 
lx*r victory, canx* the distressing ix*ws to owner Lutz 
that his father bail, just died and that his mother 
wa-< also in a precarious condition. Mr. Lutz imme- 
diately arranged to leave for his home in Cin- 
cinnati. 

Close finishes were tlx* rule despite the difficult 
going and some of tlx* winners only got to tlx* front 
in the last few strides. The handicap with selling 
conditions at one mile and a sixteenth went to 
Husky Lad. Tin's was the first purse that owner 
Adair has won at this ux*etiiig. The order of th . 
finish might have been reversed had not G. M. M'll *r 
stumbled frequently. W. A. Massey again scored a 
double with Republican ami his recent acquisition. 
Magazine. Both were favorites and came away t » 
win as their riders pleased. Jack Denman took a 
purse for the Tennessee Stable when he won tlx 
third rail*. Union Jack was a supposed “goo.l 
thing” in this race, but jockey Moss handled him > > 
unsatisfactorily that it is likelv that he has ridden 
Ids last race for George Ham. The closing dash 
was contested by an ordinary band and resulted in 
an easy victory for Peter Pender. 

J. W. May. who brought a big string south fr<*m 
Kentucky, will leave for Louisville tomorrow wiili 
eight horses. The horses that he has been handling 
tor C. T. Worthington have been turned over to their 
owner, who will do his own training in future. 

The horsemen were not permitted to work their 
horses over the main track yesterday or tdday owing 
to the heavy rains. 

W. Squires, a stable lail in the employ of Joint 
Duffy, was taken to one of the local hospitals yester- 
day to be operated on for appendicitis. 

E. C. Smith, the presiding steward, announced 
Unit jockey Sehwehig's sus|ieiision will Ik* indefinite. 

Among today’s arrivals were Frank Hayes and 
Thomas Monahan, both of whom r-amo from New 
\ork. Henry McCarthy, a well-known veterinary 
of Washington, also arrived.
